The United Statea Government 
is run on rather extravagant lines 
in reapact lo fbf onllay oi money 
tor varioua claaaea of aervice, but 
it is closeness itseif when it comes 
to the auditing of the accounts for 
such aarvica. An ofleor who W4S 
traveling in the West some time 
ago on public business wanted lo 
run over to Pipestone, Minn., 
from Flandrau, S. D., and back 
again. By rail, thia meant a 
rather long detour, and involved 
conaiderable expenae for car fares, 
hotel accommodations, etc.; but 
the distance straight across the 
prairie was only fifteen miles, and 
biaarraMia PipaMoaa could be 
accomplished in an hour. He in- 
quired at a local livery stable, and 
found that a buggy, horse and 
driver could be got for #3. Just 
then an Indian farmer came along 
and said be wanted to go to Pipe- 
stone, too, aad that ha had a pair 
of honMk ^ "B Uglit wagon. 



The officer found that he could 
hire a buggy aloae for fafty oaats; 
the Indian agreed to furnish the 
horses and do the driving for noth- 
ing, taking his compensation in 
his own free tirip over and back. 
A bargain was accordingly struck, 
the journey was made, and when 
the officer turned in his vouchers 
at Washington one of thaai was 
for "one boggy, oaa 4t$t fifty 
cents." 

Although his entire account ran 

well up into the hundreds of dol- 
lars, this was the single item held 
up by the auditing experta. "Who 
ever heard of hiring a buggy aad 
horses for fifty cent* a day?" thay 
sagely inquired. "And to hire a 
buggy without boraea would be 
folly, for the man oouM not have 
draRgpil it liiniseK. There is some- 
thing wrong here.' So, at con- 
siderable incoovanieaca aad cost 
of liint . Il)i Initial functionary of 
the Government had to visit the 
office and make an elaborate ex- 
planation, first orally and then in 
writing, and the written statement 
had to be duly filed in the archives 
before the account was paaaad and 
bis money paid to him. 

This failure oi an effort to save 
#4.30 for the Government waa not 
without it* leaaea. Freai that 
day forward the officer conn rned 
never haggled over questions oi 
economy. He hired a whola oat- 
fit when he hired anything, and 
let (Jnclc Sam pay big bills rather 
than be bothered with little ones.

In i'^s< Mr- Smith 
drove 11 a head of fat cattle 
for Mr. Piewitt to New York, tak- 
ing eighty-five daya for the trip 
It was customary at that time to 
drive cattle from Kentucky all the 
way to I-ioston. There were no 
scales in Kentucky on which to 
weigh cattle; it waa the eualoat for 
the buyer and seller to agree on a 
steer of average size and kill 
him and weigh the parts after be- 
ing cleaned and butchered. The 
weight thus ascertained waa to 
stand for the weight of each ani 
mal in the lot to be aoM, aad they 
were sold at so much per pound 
net, as arrived at by tins method 
The prevailing price hity years ago 
for fat cattle from 1,300 to t,6oo 
pounds was 4 cents per pound net 
weight, the same grade of cattle 

that would now bring aboMt 5Gaata 
groea on foot.
